2012-2013 Trash MOA Annual Report 


Introduction 

This report summarizes the annual activities associated with the City of San Jose (City) and the 
Santa Clara Valley Water District (District) Memorandum of Agreement for Trash Prevention 
and Removal Services (Trash MOA). The City Council and District Board approved the Trash 
MOA in September 2004, revised it in February 2008, and updated and reauthorized it on June 
30, 2014. The Trash MOA is implemented by a Joint Trash Team (Attachment A) comprised of 
staff from the District and City. Oversight of the Joint Trash Team and its efforts is provided by 
the Executive Committee (Attachment B), comprised of management from the District and City. 

The Trash MOA specifies that the Joint Trash Team shall prepare an Annual Report, describing 
the status of work plan activities by August 31st of each year. This report is intended to provide 
a status update and to highlight relevant activities, successes, and challenges associated with 
each objective in accordance with the Trash MOA. In addition, the Trash MOA requires tracking 
and reporting the clean-up program costs. These costs are detailed and summarized in 
Attachment C. 

In FY 2012-13, the City and the District implemented a Phase One pilot program. The effort 
targeted five encampment sites of various sizes and provided: 1) outreach to the homeless in 
advance of clean-ups to help encourage and inform encampment residents about options 
available for housing and other services; 2) housing options to residents to discourage 
continued outdoor living; 3) storage of personal belongings of displaced residents; and 4) 
actions including security, enforcement and site modification to deter re-encampment. While the 
small pilot project had only a limited amount of funding and housing resources available, the 
effort was still able to move 30 individuals into permanent housing and decrease the impact of 
encampments throughout the City. 

At the same time, Destination: Home, a regional leader in homelessness and housing issues, 
worked with the District and the City in 2012 to convene a group of regional partners including 
the County, the Housing Authority, Caltrain, Caltrans, VTA, and several other key agencies. 
Using the successes of the Phase One pilot as a model, the taskforce identified homelessness 
as the underlying issue and set a regional strategic vision and plan of providing “housing 
stability and support for homeless residents in Santa Clara County to keep waterways, parks 
and public space free of encampments, to protect the environment, provide safe use of public 
areas, and ensure that no one is unsheltered.” This strategy included high level actions that 
ensure that all partners are working collectively to address encampments and are committing 
needed resources. 

Results of the strategy approach and impacts to City and District resources are currently under 
evaluation, and City and District staff continue to work collaboratively to determine the most 
cost-effective options for on-going encampment clean-ups. The remainder of this report 
summarizes the activities completed under the Trash MOA. 
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Encampment Clean-up Program 

The encampment clean-up program focuses on the removal of active encampment sites by the 
City and Water District staff. Activities are typically conducted during the week, ranging in 
duration and size based on the target encampment site. The sites are selected by the Joint 
Trash Team using a number of criteria including environmental impact, public complaints, and 
overall safety concerns. 

In FY12-13, twelve (12) encampment clean-ups were performed along the Guadalupe River, 
Coyote Creek, and Los Gatos Creek, which removed over 262 tons of debris. During this work, 
the City’s Department of Environmental Services provided work crew security through the San 
Jose Police Department’s (SJPD) Secondary Employment Unit, paid for the disposal of 
collected debris, provided property supervision and storage, arranged for and supervised a 
labor crew from the County Department of Corrections. The Water District provided 6-8 District 
staff to support rear-loading trash compactor trucks, light equipment, portable sanitation 
equipment, tools, and supplies, San Jose Conservation Crews as well as personal protection 
equipment for the workers. Lastly, the City’s Housing Department funded outreach and housing 
services for homeless occupants in advance of all clean-up activities. 

Evaluation 


Successes 

. Implemented full posting notification and property sorting and storage and procedures 
for all encampment clean-up activities 

. Continued strong partnerships and information sharing with the City’s Housing 
Department, EHC Lifebuilders, and Downtown Streets Teams to provide housing and 
outreach support for reducing the number and size of homeless encampments. 

Challenges 

. Add-Develop a centralized data base of complaints where consistent collection of 
information can occur and viewed by both agencies. 

. Re-encampment continues to be a major issue at many sites. The need for housing 
alternatives, increased enforcement resources, and new site deterrents is needed to 
ensure sites remain cleared for an extended period of time.

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Partnered Clean-up Projects 

The partnered clean-up program helps to address sites that due to their location, site-specific 
safety concerns, source, and/or nature of debris, are not included in regular operations and 
maintenance activities of either the City or the District. These sites, by the nature of their 
selection criteria, are often more challenging to access and clean. While these sites do not 
generate a large amount of debris compared to encampment clean-ups, they do have a 
significant amount of trash and litter that would otherwise remain in the waterways. These 
clean-ups are coordinated by both City and District staff on the Joint Trash Team. The City and 
the District may collaborate on up to five (5) partnered clean-ups per year. 

Two (2) partnered clean-ups were performed during FY 12-13. With trash hot spot clean-ups 
required by the San Francisco Regional Water Quality Control Board through the Stormwater 
Permit, many sites that frequently would be problem areas are being addressed through the 
regular operations of the City or District. Therefore this fiscal year, partnered clean-ups focused 
on areas with deep water or significant blockage(s) in the channel that required special 
equipment to remove. In addition due to the temporary suspension of the encampment clean-up 
program, many of problem areas brought to the team’s attention were also active encampments 
which could not be addressed due to safety issues.

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Clean Creeks, Healthy Communities Program 

The City, in partnership with District, have been awarded a grant from the US EPA Region 9 
San Francisco Water Quality Improvement Fund grant program to initiate the Clean Creek, 
Healthy Communities project. The project goal is to improve water quality in Coyote Creek by 
reducing the volume of trash that pollutes the creek as a result of homeless encampments, 
illegal dumping, and litter. Over the four year term of the grant project the City in partnership 
with the District, San Jose State University, Downtown Streets Team, and other community 
organizations will clean up a target area of Coyote Creek, engage the neighboring communities 
to expand their role as creek stewards, engage the homeless in removing trash from Coyote 
Creek by supplying incentives, training, and a path out of homelessness, and implement a plan 
to prevent illegal dumping. 

The Joint Trash Team supports the Clean Creeks, Healthy Communities project through 
coordinating and conducting a minimum of two encampment clean-ups in the project area 
annually and providing data on the volume of trash removed to the Project Manager. During 
FY12-13 the Joint Trash Team organized three (3) clean-ups in the project area along Coyote 
Creek at Bevin Brook Drive and Kelley Park, Story Road, and Remillard Court. 

The Joint Trash Team also coordinated with the Downtown Streets Team to conduct targeted 
outreach to the homeless in the affected camps in advance of the clean-ups. The Downtown 
Streets Teams is a non-profit partner for the Clean Creeks, Healthy Communities project that 
had been conducting weekly outreach and trash clean-up around the encampments since 
September of 2011. They had established a relationship with the homeless in the encampments 
and used that relationship to encourage many of the encampment residents to accept 
assistance, pack their belongings, and move out of the encampment. They also were present on 
the day of the encampment clean-ups to talk with and help any homeless moving out of the 
area. The project’s goal for the Downtown Streets Team’s component is to remove 400 cubic 
yards of trash from the creek and house 50 individuals over two years. Since the project’s 
inception, they have removed 4,053.9 cubic yards of trash, vastly exceeding their targets, 
volunteered 33,803 hours, and assisted 34 individuals into housing. 

The Clean Creeks, Healthy Communities project also works with nearby neighborhood 
associations to encourage volunteers to clean-up and care for Coyote Creek. Project staff 
organizes monthly volunteer clean-ups, including of areas that had recently been cleared of 
encampments. Local residents are recruited to help monitor the creek conditions and to assist 
with outreaching to neighbors on volunteer clean-up events. As the project progresses the goal 
is encourage volunteers to take over the organizing and coordination of clean-up efforts. In FY 
12-13 local volunteer removed 162.8 cubic yards of trash and volunteered 866 hours towards 
cleaning up Coyote Creek
